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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 8-10, 12, 15, 16, 18, 19, 22-25, 35-43, 45-54, and 56-59 are 
pending in this application. 

Priority 

The Examiner notes on page 2 of the Ex Parte Quayle Action that no certified 
original copies of the priority documents (Korean application nos. 10-2002- 
0049637 and 10-2002-0062522) had been filed. However, in response to the 
Examiner's telephone call of October 29, 2009, where the Examiner alerted the 
Applicant's representative to the priority issue, the Applicant obtained certified 
copies of the priority documents. The Applicant filed the certified original copies of 
the two priority documents with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 
November 10, 2009.
